Jan. .15—Three cow­ 
boy bandits early today entered th** 
filling station office of the Yellow 
Taxicab company, roped and tied Leo 
DuCart, night watchman,

Four mechanics and a chauf­ 
feur who were sleeping in an adjoin­ 
ing 
room, 
were 
undisturbed. 
The 
bandits escaped in a touring car. 
The men. none of them masked, 
walked Into the place at 6 A. M. “ Got 
any oil?” one of them asked. 
‘‘Just a second while I count this 
change,” said DuCart 
"Never mind,” the bandit retorted, 
"we will do that for you." 
As he finished, a lariat sailed into 
the air and ’settled 
over 
DuCurt’s 
shoulders 
and 
arms, 
pinning 
his 
hands securely to his sides ho he 
could not reach a revolver on the top 
of the cash register. 
Before he could 
scream a second man thrust a hand­ 
kerchief into his mouth. 
About $75 
dollars was the company's money and 
the rest belonged to DuCart.

The first birthday 
anniversary til the League of Nations 
occurs Sunday, Jan. IO 
On that day 
a year ago the first meeting tit the 
Count ii was held at Paris anti the 
formal organization of the League ef­ 
fected. 
The intervening 
12 
months 
have been much troubled by echoes 
of the great war and by the feverish 
efforts of the world to reach some 
sort of new equilibrium. 
The hand­ 
icap thus placed on the first attempt 
at a world-wide international organ­ 
ization has been tremendous. 
V year ago the League had twenty- 
three declared members. 
Today 
ll 
has forty-nine, Nicaragua and Hon­ 
duras having completed their ratifi 
cations, while the forty-one delega­ 
tions comprising the assembly were 
granted admission, two of them be­ 
ing former enemy states. 
The pres* ut membership 
of 
the 
League represents an estimated total 
population of 1,247,000,000 to which 
can he added another 12,000,000 peo­ 
ple living in mandatory territories. 
Eleven more states, with a total pop­ 
ulation of 44.000,000 have applied for 
membership, leaving a total of only 
361,000,000 people wholly outside. 
One year ago the League machinery 
consisted of the council and an in­ 
cipient secretariat w ith innuffh lent 
temporary quarters ut London. 
To­ 
day the league has a home of Its own 
in this city, where the staff of the 
general secretariat, consisting of sev- 
< jai hundred people from a score of 
countries, occupies 175 rooms, while 
a nearby building has 
eight 
more 
rooms used for committee meetings 
and as offices for the various member 
states, 
About sixty international treaties 
have been registered by a score of 
nations tinder the covenant provision 
for open dipimucy. 
Partly through 
the labors of the secretariat and part­ 
ly through u number of International 
conferences held under the auspices 
of the League, most of the subsidiary 
or auxillary organizations prescribed 
by the covenant have been brought 
Into existence. 
The first steps have been taken 
toward the creation of a permanent 
international court with extensive ju­ 
dicial powers. 
The first official International labor 
organization has bicorne a reality. 
Permanent or provisional commis 
sloes have been established to deal 
with the problem of disarmament; 
'•'itll the control of authority granted 
to mandatory powers; with the use 
of the ec onomic bloc kade against vio­ 
lators of the world's peace; with the 
reorganization of the world's finan­ 
ces; with Questions and co-ordination 
of International communications. 
'I he League has provided a govern­ 
ment for the Baar territory and has 
engineered the establishment of Dan­ 
zig ah a free- city. 
It baa undertaken to settle the dis­ 
pute bet ween Sweden 
and 
Finland 
* bout the Aaiand Islands, anc] It has 
re unaged in the face of great diffiiut- 
tier to maintain a truce between Po­ 
land and Lithuania that gives hope 
of a peaceful sett Intent, 
It is now gathering an armed In­ 
ternational force drawn from eight 
countries to police the Vlltia district, 
while a civil commission of its ap 
pc ifoment supervises a plebiscite to 
determine the final disposal of that 
region. 
With the assistance of the Leagce 
land under its direction, more t^an 
2<HU>00 war prisoners have been te-

A Du Hot clipped the finger from the 
hand of John Moore, negro porter, 
and another jtist passed the head of 
Miss J me Ctillim, a postoffice em­ 
ploye. 
Albert Smith, 36, was shot 
down In a register room where Smith 
started to argue with the hamlits. 
Police, citizens urn! city officials 
dashed in pursuit of the men who 
grabbed two mail sacks 
ami 
fled. 
Dtlleials believe the men obtained be­ 
tween a few thousand 
and 
twenty 
thousand. 
About $28,000 in mutilated money 
was also obtained, part of which was 
being sent back to the treasury de­ 
partment at Washington. 
Wit ii a posse scouring the country 
around about, police 
here 
received 
word of a wrecked automobile on 
the 
Lake 
Worth 
mail 
near 
Fort 
worth. They found Rufus Clemmons 
dead beneath the wreckage and took 
in custody another man giving bis 
name as W. S. Scribner, declared by 
police to have escaped from the sluts 
penitentiary.

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KIPLING SETTING NOW 
NEWS BACKGROUND 
The Simla Hills of Kipling fame ami 
the Interesting Punjab country again 
were brought to public attention this 
year by reports of riots among nations 
who bad been aroused by the rumored 
destruction of the golden temple of 
Amritsar, a principal city of this pro­ 
vince. 
Punjab Is a Persian word meaning 
“five waters." and refers to an area 
in India, about the size cif Oregon. I e- 
tween 
the .Thelnm and 
the 
Sutlej, 
drained by three intermediate streams. 
These rivers empty into the Indus, 
whir'll forms the western boundary of 
tim state. 
Situated at the northwest gateway 
of India, the Punjab inis for ages been 
the Belgium of most of the military 
expeditions from tin* west and tin- trail 
of many migrations. 
For this reason 
Its peoples — Mohammedans, 
Sikhs, 
Hindu Jilts, Kashmiris and Itajpi.is, 
nil belonging to tile tall, fair ludo* 
Aryan stock—are not so sluggish in 
temperament ami ways of living as 
those In other parts of the country, 
and many of them manifest a martial 
spirit upon small provocation. 
Bog­ 
land counted them among lier most 
valued soldiers on tile western front. 
Tile vast plain ef the Punjab is 
about one thousand feet above 
;eu 
level and oft the north runs Into 
lie 
“Abode of Snow,” the Himalaya moun­ 
tains. 
At the southwestern end of 
the watershed stands Simla, and from 
It the mountains drop rapidly to tile 
foothills and then to the plain. Jnkko, 
the deodar-clad hill of Kipling’s stor­ 


ies. Is Immediately within view, tow 
ering a thousand feet above Simla. 
Here In this town, 7,000 feet above 
the level 
of tile sea, iii early April, 
when tile heat of tile great Punjab 
plain reaches HIO degrees, most of Hie 
Europeans in India gather and around 
the summer home of the viceroy of 
India the social life revolves. 
Within 
a 25-mile radius from Simla in the 
Thor, upon whose peak, 12.000 feet 
high, a snow cap Is worn until well 
into May. 
F arther to the west the 
higher peaks lunge from 10,000 to 
2(2.000 feet. 


A MAGIC ISLAND OF TUE 
MEDITERRANEAN 
Amid the trials of coal scarcity, 
ll. C. of L. and politics, it may he 
restful to read of u place where breez­ 
es blow cool, but seldom too hot or 
too cold, and tile scenery is m agic; 
where people are peaceable and hon­ 
est, and there ure no profiteers; where 
the women are pretty, charming and 
easily 
entertained, 
and 
life 
moves 
along witll a so n g ! 
Tilers is such a spot. 
Ten I tours 
out from continental Spain on a fairly 
fa.**t and quite comfortable steam er 
lies a little archipelago—the Balearic 
islands, whoso largest Island, called 
Mallorca, or Majorca, Is perhaps the 
moat enchanting conter, one of tin- 
most interesting and pleasing, as well 
as one of the most forgotten Islands 
of the Mediterranean. 
The following 
account of lls attractions is summa­ 
rized from tile description of an eye­ 
witness, Toh Ernesto do March y de 
Garcia Mesa, Spanish army. 
A great pointer and writer called 
it the “island of calm," for there ev­ 
eryone moves, rests, talks, walks and 
conducts his courtships us lf tile day 
had 4S bourn lite mile about 16,000 
feet, and the spun of human life TOO 
years; so little haste do they make in 
living iu d enjoying life. 
One Mal- 
lorquiu of noble family is said to have 
waited 45 years in determining to lead 
his sweetheart to tin* altur, with no 
protest from her, and without having 
been slain in exasperation by ills moth­ 
er-in law. 
Last summer during the latter part 
of July when the thermometer in 
Washington 
and 
New 
York 
stood 
around OO degrees in th** shade, and 
in Madrid ran to blood neat, the 
breezes fanned these island folk to 
the tune of 76 degrees. 
Nor is this wonderful island an Im­ 
practical place to spend u few months. 
There are about 120 miles of railroads 
cu the island, and a system of local 
roads which permit of a traveler's vis­ 
iting many of the chief points of In­ 
terest with ease and comfort. 
These people who take life so U*i>*- 
urely are not lazy, shiftless or un­ 
pleasant in personal appearance or 
manner. 
They are intelligent, honest, 
capable of work, sober and economi­ 
cal. 
These characteristics preserved 
throughout centuries of uninterrupted 
peace and tranquillity have made them 
peaceable, trusting,' and hotnelovlng. 
The men are of medium height, strong, 
and agile. 
They have competed bril­ 
liantly in many of Hie championship 
sporting events held In 
Spain, 
and 
wherever they have gone on the con­ 
tinent their undertakings have been 
marked with success, 
Aud as for the 
women, Colonel March, in writing of 
them, says: 
“They possess the same 
lovely skin as the women of North 
America, features as lf sculptured by 
Phidias or Praxiteles, and they walk 
like goddesses.” 
But he laments in 
Hie next breath that they knqw noth- 


mg of the "joy r f 
Ag- par­ 
tially to ancestral Arabic Influences, 
and to the fa ft Hint their Island has, 
for so long, been under strict repres­ 
sion. 
He culls Mallorca “the loveliest 
cage on Hie planet, its wonderful, in­ 
telligent and gracious women being 
extremely bored.” 
And nu all-important feature—the 
cost of living Is low In Mallorca. 
Who 
would not be astonished to know timt 
he could become a member of the 
‘Royal Club of Regattas," fully and 
comfortably equipped, for about 20 
cents a month In dues? 
Though price* 
rose here as elsewhere during the war, 
the Spanish colonel says that ll is the 
“spot 
of all 
Europe and 
America, 
where one could have lived the most 
reasonably 
during 
these 
past 
five 
years.”

EGYPT: A DIAMOND MINE 
OF HISTORY 
Egypt annually supplies the world 
wit Ii a precious product, an Increasing 
knowledge of tie* early life story of 
the human race. 
In the wonderful 
record of exploration which lias re­ 
stored to us the civilization of the 
great pre-classical nations, there Is no 
more remarkable chapter than that 
which tells of the resurrection of an­ 
cient Egypt. 
A communication to the 
National Geographic moiety by Jam es 
Baikie, says: 
"The science of Egyptology, which 
is slowly and patiently reconstructing 
for tis tin* ordered history of Hie .‘{JHX) 
years before {'brist, enabling us to s >** 
the types of men, the manner of life. 
th** forms of government, the religious 
en jo in s and beliefs of period after 
period, from the very dawn of Egypt­ 
ian nationality, is specifically a growth 
of our own time. 
“We owe the framework Into which 
we try to fit the facts of Egyptian bis 
tory to the ancient historian. Manetlio, 
scattered fragments of whose history 
of Egypt, dating from the reign of 
Ptolemy Pidlndelplms, In the third cen­ 
tury I’..

Richard Coeur do Elon wrested It 
from a ruler who had won it by for* 
lug letter* In iii* monarch’s name af 
ter timt ruler, Isaac Comnenus, had 
refused to let Ute Crusader's ship

there Hie first time she asked. 
Richard married Berengarla there 
and went his way. after turning over

Thus Cyprus reeks with composite 
memories of eastern, Grecian, Roman 
and even Anglo-Saxon civilization. No

■ Aphrodite is supposed to have been 
born of the waves. 
Here are ruin* 
of a temple for her worship, where 
originally fetes were held which, a* 
one writer puts it, “were the scenes 
of a too literal worship of Venus," and 
when* until recently It wa* the cus 
tom to Immerse maidens In honor of 
the goddess’ birth.

AZORES: MAY BE AERIAL 
HALF-WAY HOUSE 
The 
Azores islands, 
in years to 
come, may he an established mid-At­ 
lantic rest station for airplane flights 
across tile ocean. 
Farthest from a continent of any 
Atlantic island group, the Islands lie 
830 miles west of Cape da Roca, Portu­ 
gal, arni more than a thousand miles 
southeast of Newfoundland, nearest 
North. American land. 
Volcanic eruptions and earthquakes, 
while Hie former were active, made 
the Azores objects of scientific inter­ 
est akin to that evinced in Hie now 
famous Mount Katmai region in Alas 
ka. 
Suboceanic eruptions, sometimes 
piling up Islands which soon disappear­ 
ed, 
were 
characteristic 
phenomena. 
One early description of such an event 
tells how the earth and waters were 
rooked for eight days by earthquakes, 
followed by u vast caldron of fir*- flint 
seemed to sweep the sea’s surface and J 
consume the clouds, spewing enorm ous; 
masse* of earth and rock. 
Then then- 
appeared a group of rooks, ever grow­ 
ing higher and wider until .an area of 
several square miles was contained in 
this “no man's land.” 
Later It was* 
shattered, and subsided, as the result 
of more earthquakes. 
The Azores comprise throe groups 
of islands. 
Their total area is less 
than that of Rhode Island; their popu*| 
latfon about equal to that of Kansas ] 
City, Mo. 
Most of the Inhabitants are! 
Portuguese. 
Tile rest ar*? Flemish ami 
Moorish, with a few immigrants from 
the United Kingdom. 
Fruits and fish constitute the prin­ 
cipal exports. 
Oranges are supplant­ 
ing pineapples, but the other products 
—lemon, citron, Japanese medlar, and

Bossarabla, recently assigned to the 
suzerainty of Rournania, lins long been 
a racial catch basin. 
lie r population was more than 2.- 
000,000 before tile war, and Included 
Moldavians, Little Russians, Jews, Bul­ 
garians, Greeks. Armenians, Tartars, 
Germans, and Gypsies; but that list 
Is short compared with the encyclo­ 
pedic 
procession 
of 
Getae, 
Goths. 
Avars, 
Huns, 
Boss! 
(whence 
her 
n a m e), Ugrlans, Kurnans, and Mongols. 
to mention hut a few, since the days 
of the original Cimmerians. 
For Bessarabia, sloping southward 
from the westward foothills of Hie 
Carpathians, between the Dniester and 
Pruth. down to the Black 
sea 
and 
Danube delta, lay In the normal geo­ 
graphical pathway of tribes pushing 
westward from A.-via and southward 
from Hie bleak Russian steppes toward 
tile warmer seacoast lands. 
Moreover, 
Bessarabia is at the convergence of 
these two history-beaten paths, and 
many times a clash ensued to decide 
which group should pas.*# through the 
“neck of the bottle” toward Europe’s 
lands of milk and honey.

Another city, Kozelsk, was re­ 
named Mobalig, “City of Woe," and 
Kiev was laid waste after her people 
had been maimed and murdered. 
A picture of peaceful, pastoral Bes­ 
sarabia prior to the renewed ravages 
of tile World war, furnishes a pleasing 
contrast.
